GENERAL REMARKS 

There was an increase in the volume of business as reflected by the 
number of cars handled during each month of 1943 compared with 
the previous year, excepting the months of November and December. 
The total number of cars handled in 1943 was 2,282,967, an increase 
of 76,008 cars or 3% as compared with 1942, and an increase of 
337,513 cars or 17% as compared with 1941. The volume of business 
handled in 1943 was the heaviest since 1929. 

The weather during the year was generally favorable for opera¬ 
tion with the exception of unusually low temperature and heavy snow 
during the month of January.

Rates: 

Increase in freight rates granted by the Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission in Ex Parte 148 effective March 18, 1942, which increase was 
extended by road haul carriers to absorbed switching charges on all 
traffic other than perishable and live stock, were suspended effective 
May 15, 1943, until January 1, 1944 and subsequently further 
suspended until July 1, 1944. This reduced freight revenues in 1943 
approximately $300,000. 

Wages: 

An increase of four cents per hour for employes represented by 
the train service organizations became effective April 1, 1943 pur¬ 
suant to recommendation of an Emergency Board, appointed May 
31, 1943 under the Railway Labor Act and Executive Orders 9172 
and 9299; an additional increase of five cents per hour as the equiva¬ 
lent of and in lieu of time and one-half pay for time worked over 40 
hours per week and for expenses while away from home, became 
effective December 27, 1943 pursuant to an award of the President 
of the United States, and agreements between the carriers and 
organizations representing the operating employes dated December 
29, 1943 and January 14, 1944. This represents an approximate 
annual increase of $150,000. in payroll cost. 

An increase was granted employes represented by the non¬ 
operating railway labor organizations qn a graduated scale of four 
to ten cents per hour effective February 1, 1943 pursuant to recom¬ 
mendations of a Special Emergency Board, appointed by the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States; supplementary increases, as the equivalent 
of or in lieu of claims for time and one-half pay for time worked 
over 40 hours per week, became effective December 27, 1943, pur¬ 
suant to agreement between the carriers and organizations repre¬ 
senting the non-operating employes dated January 17, 1944, which 
when added to the graduated scale of increase effective February 1, 
1943, produced total increases ranging from nine to eleven cents per 
hour. This represents an approximate annual increase of $170,000. 
in payroll cost. 

Government Possession: 

By Executive Order dated December 27, 1943, the President of 
the United States, acting through the Secretary of War, took pos¬ 
session and control of the transportation facilities of this company, 
effective as of 7:00 p.m. of that date, which action was taken to 
avoid a threatened interruption of transportation service as a result 
of strike votes taken by the organizations representing both the 
operating and non-operating employes. The Secretary of War, by 
order dated January 18, 1944, terminated and relinquished the 
possession, operation and control of this property as of 12:00 o'clock, 
midnight, of that date. 

Operating Revenues: 

The total operating revenues as shown on page 10 were 
$7,501,181.81, an increase of $5,000.57 or .07% as compared with 
the previous year.

Operating Expenses: 

The total gross operating expenses were $5,997,576.31, an increase 
of $630,563.53 or 11.75% as compared with the previous year. The 
higher wage rates applicable to the last eleven months of the year 
for non-operating employes and during the last nine months of the 
year for operating employes, represented an increase in operating 
expenses of $209,195. Operating expenses in 1943 included a total 
of $100,910.61, representing depreciation of road property pursuant 
to Interstate Commerce Commission Order effective January 1, 1943. 

Gross Maintenance of Way and Structures expense increased 
$73,814.72 or 10.66%; that portion of Maintenance of Way and 
Structures expense chargeable to Belt Railway Separate Operations 
increased $73,071.86 or 14.95% as compared with the previous 
year. Included in the Maintenance of Way and Structures expense 
for 1943 is the full amount of the $91,427.82 representing deprecia¬ 
tion of road property charged to the accounts pursuant to Interstate 
Commerce Commission Order effective January 1, 1943 and an 
amount of $31,016.31 representing the wage increase. Because of 
the more severe weather in 1943 charges for handling of snow and 
ice were $8,418. more than for the previous year. The increase in 
“Wharves and Docks” is entirely due to repairs to dock wall and 
dredging of dock facilities at South Chicago. The increase in 
“Injuries to Persons” is principally due to claim settlements during 
the year covering one fatal and two serious injuries to sectionmen. 
There was a decrease in renewals of 171 tons of new and 527 tons of 
second-hand rail and 6,102 cross ties as compared with the previous 
year. 

Gross Maintenance of Equipment expense increased $102,341.77 
or 15.70%; that portion of Maintenance of Equipment expenses 
chargeable to Belt Railway Separate Operations increased $93,273.85 
or 17.36% as compared with the previous year; this was partially 
due to increase in locomotive and car repairs and an increase of 
$25,111.02 due to the wage increase. Included in Maintenance of 
Equipment expense in 1943 is a charge of $39,684.60 covering 
amortization for the first year of a five year period of the cost of 
three Diesel Locomotives purchased in 1942 by the Western Indiana 
for the use of the Belt Railway; also depreciation of Shop and Power 
Plant Machinery amounting to $9,482.79 pursuant to Interstate 
Commerce Commission Order effective January 1, 1943. 

Gross Transportation expense increased $412,480.52 or 10.90%; 
the Transportation expense chargeable to Belt Railway Separate 
Operations as shown in the Income Statement increased $322,147.38 
or 10.54% due principally to the increase in wages, amounting to 
$144,757.99, and an increase in personal injury payments amount¬ 
ing to $142,989.69. The higher cost of fuel represented an increase 
of approximately $80,000. 

Gross General expense increased $43,666.24 or 22.28%; that 
portion of General expenses chargeable to Belt Separate Operations 
increased $29,795.89 or 19.51%; this increase is due primarily to 
increase in law expenses which included payment for special legal 
services incident to the litigation involving the 1937 general prop¬ 
erty taxes; increase in general office clerical expense, which was

principally due to overtime necessary to keep up the work in the 
Accounting Department as well as increase in wages amounting 
to $8,182. 

Taxes: 

The decrease of $501,912.44 in Railway Tax Accruals is due 
principally to decrease in Federal income and excess profits taxes 
and credit adjustment of general property taxes applicable to prior 
years, particularly the reduction of 1937 taxes as a result of litigation. 

Dividends: 

Two dividends aggregating $280,800.00, or 9% on the Capital 
Stock of the Company were declared and paid during 1943. 

War Plant Construction: 

Construction of plant facilities to be operated by the Dodge- 
Chicago Division of the Chrysler Corporation for the manufacture 
of airplane engines, which was begun in June 1942 was completed 
in 1943. This plant is reputed to be the largest of its kind in the 
world and is partly located on approximately 315 acres of property 
south of our Clearing Yard between Cicero Avenue and Pulaski 
Itoad, formerly Belt Railway of Chicago leased property but which 
was sold to the Defense Plant Corporation in 1942. 

Construction of plant facilities for the manufacture of war 
chemicals to be operated by the Chicago Chemical Company, 
wholly-owned subsidiary of the National Aluminate Corporation 
was completed on November 1, 1943. This plant is located on 5.4 
acres of former Belt Railway leased property in the vicinity of 71st 
Street and Pulaski Road which was sold to the Defense Plant Cor¬ 
poration in 1942. 

Miscellaneous: 

Approximately 75% of the industries in the Clearing Industrial 
District were engaged in war production during the year. 

During the year 85,585 cars of perishable freight were handled, 
a decrease of 8,499 cars or 9% as compared with 1942. This decrease 
is attributed to governmental restrictions on the movement of 
certain commodities and to crop failures. A total of 5,930 cars of 
live stock were handled during the year, an increase of 804 cars 
or 16%. 

A total of 154,646 tons of L. C. L. freight was handled at the 
Clearing and Cragin Stations, an increase of 19,926 tons or 15% as 
compared with the previous year; a considerable volume of L. C. L. 
tonnage formerly handled by highway vehicle is now moving via rail 
because of war conditions. 

The Rail to Water Transfer Company facility for the transfer of 
coal and other commodities from car to vessel, which was com¬ 
pleted in the latter part of 1942 on dock property leased from the 
Belt Railway Company of Chicago, handled 1,065,000 tons, repre¬ 
senting 19,312 carloads, of coal from cars to vessels during the year. 
With improvements to these facilities which will be completed prior 
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to the opening of navigation in 1944, it is expected that the volume 
of coal transferred during 1944 will be substantially increased. 


Additions and Betterments: 

Property Leased: 

The Investment Account of property leased to this company was 
increased by $389,424.81, of w T hich $404,232.29 was a charge to Road 
Account and a credit of $14,807.48 to Equipment Account, as shown 
in detail on page 14. 

Road Leased: 

The increase applicable to this property was $404,232.29, con¬ 
sisting of a net credit of $7,977.83 for lands sold, a net debit of 
$327,172.06 covering adjustments in accounts for work done by 
City of Chicago in connection with the enlargement of the Municipal 
Airport, other expenditures of $134,594.90 and retirements of 
$49,556.84, resulting in a net expenditure of $85,038.06. 

During the year 1943 two (2) parcels of land were acquired, one 
near 105th Street and Muskegon Avenue and the other near 87th 
and State Streets, resulting in a debit of $2,304.35 and one (1) parcel 
of land near 71st Street and Pulaski Road was sold, resulting in a 
credit of $10,904.38. These acquisitions and retirements, together 
with an adjustment applicable to prior years accounts amounting to 
a debit of $622.20, resulted in a net credit of $7,977.83. 

Adjustments were made in the accounts in 1943 covering the 
work done by the City of Chicago during the years 1940 and 1941 in 
connection with the relocation of tracks incident to enlargement of 
the Municipal Airport, resulting in a charge of $221,643.32 covering 
the acquisition of seventy-five (75) parcels of land and a credit of 
$12,017.90 covering the retirement of seven (7) parcels of land. 
These charges account of land, together with a charge of $225,186.74 
for improvements added and a credit of $107,640.10 for improve¬ 
ments retired, resulted in a net charge of $327,172.06 for the work 
done by the City of Chicago. 

The net expenditures of $85,038.06 for work performed was made 
up of betterments to rail and other track material on account of 
heavier rail laid, amounting to $18,752.81 outside of Clearing Yard 
and $6,170.94 in Clearing Yard; additions and retirements in con¬ 
nection with improvements made to LeMoyne interlocking plant 
amounting to a net charge of $21,242.40; construction of a covered 
platform on dock property at South Chicago, $7,347.33; construction 
of two (2) tracks to serve industries in the vicinity of Clearing Yard, 
$2,635.14; one (1) track to serve industry near 87th and State Streets, 
$4,836.96; construction of track to serve Rail to Water Transfer 
Company, $23,769.90; purchase and retirement of machines and 
tools for use of the Maintenance of Way Department, resulting in a 
net charge of $637.86 and miscellaneous additions and betterments, 
less retirements, amounting to a credit of $3,751.55 outside of Clear¬ 
ing Yard and a charge of $3,396.27 in Clearing Yard. 
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Equipment Leased: 

During the year 1943 one (1) steam locomotive and one (1) 
caboose car were retired resulting in a credit of $14,807.48. 

Property Owned: 

The investment accounts for property owned by this Company 
were increased by $7,678.40, of which $7,045.07 was chargeable to 
Equipment Account and $633.33 chargeable to Improvements on 
Leased Property, as shown in detail on page 14. 

Equipment Owned: 

Three (3) refrigerator cars were purchased and two (2) fiat cars 
were constructed at a cost of $3,543.16 and two (2) automobiles 
were purchased for use by Special Agents and Transportation De¬ 
partments, $3,433.44. These additions together with adjustments 
for prior years accounts, amounting to a debit of $68.47, resulted in 
a debit of $7,045.07. 

Improvements on Leased Property: 

During the year 1943 adjustments were made for prior years 
accounts which resulted in a debit of $633.33. 

New Industries: 

Twenty-one new industries were located and twelve industries 
discontinued operations during the year; in addition a number of 
industries, particularly in the Clearing Industrial District, have 
expanded their facilities by additions to existing plants. 

Election of Directors: 

At a Special Stockholders’ Meeting held on January 12, 1943, 
Mr. J. M. Symes was elected a member of the Board of Directors 
representing the Pennsylvania Company, in place of Mr. H. E. 
Newcomet, resigned. 

At a Special Stockholders’ Meeting held on July 13, 1943, Mr. 
R. E. Connolly was elected a member of the Board of Directors 
representing the Illinois Central Railroad Company, in place of 
Mr. F. R. Mays, resigned. 

The usual detailed statements of accounts of the Company will 
be found in the tables annexed hereto. 

The Board again records appreciation of the faithful and efficient 
services rendered by officers and employes during the year.
